Skyrocketing 


CHICAGO— (/P)— Driven wildly up- 


ward almost seven cents above prices 
touched early, wheat late Thursday 
far overtopped ?1 a bushel, ignoring 
every influence but record-breaking 
crop damage. 


Official forecasts indicate no relief 


at hand for widespread drouth and 
intense head that government spokes- 
men said was curtailing wheat pros- 
pects ona million bushels every 34 
hours. Only the federal trade limit, 
restricting average advances to five 
cents a bushel net in any single day, 
put a stop for the time being to the 
exciting buying witnessed. 


It was the first occasion since Aug- 


ust tiiHt wheat in Chicago had reach- 
ed $1, and the- impetus given by crop 
damage reports rushed all other cer- 
eals as well as wheat to heights un- 
equaled this season. Hope for small 
grain in many parts of the nation has 
been abandoned, trade reports say.

The "core" 
is then drawn off, its space filled with 
pure water, and the cake solidly froz- 
en. 


Hope, Mr. Morley said,, has a water 


supply which presents special diffi- 
culties for the ice man. The city's 
wells show as high as 26 grains of 
sodium salt to a 
gallon of water,

shallower than

supply, 


shows only 15 grains of salt per gal- 
lon. 
The Community Ice well, Mr. 


Morley said, has brought the salt de- 
posit down to 8 grains per gallon.

WASHINGTON, - 
(ff>) — Presiden 


Roosevelt in a report to congress on 
the war debts Friday held out Ihe 
promise of discussion or revision o 
Ihe present funding agreements to any 
European debtor nations who ask and 
present "special circumstances relat 
ing to the means and' methods of pay 
ment." 


He indicated what "special circum 


stances" would be considered, by em 
phasizing the following factors: 


1. Whether the nations are utilizing 


their resources for recovery purposes 
or are making a "reasonable payment' 
on the debts they owe. 


2. Or whether they are spending 


for "unproductive nationalistic pur 
poses." 


Some official quarters considered the 


statement concerning possible con- 
ferences as a prelude to Great Brit- 
ain's nol 
n the debts question, which 


is expeiv. d to be received here any 
time. 


British Ask Meeting 


Sir Ronald Lindsey, British ambas- 


sador, is understood to have made 
overtures to the White House for a 
discussion. 


The presidential message was main- 


ly factual, recording the debls slalus 
relative to defaults, token payments, 
and the like. 


It was emphasized, however, thai 


debtor nalions have been lold again 
and again Ihey will have a full op- 
portunity to discuss their problems 
with this country.

Would Restore Amendments 


Senator Wagner, Democrat, New 


York, offered the measure early in 
the session and Thursday moved to 
restore to it at ejast two provisions 
which the senate labor committee el- 
iminated from the bill. 


One of the amendments would put 


back in the measure a clause 1o al- 
low the National Labor Board to in- 
iliate hearing on complaints of unfair 
labor practicices, such as employe fir- 
ing or demotion for participation in 
labor activities. 


The recond would turn back to the 


Labor Board mediation powers which 
under the amended measure would 
have been handed over to existing ag- 
encies of the Labor Department. 


Wagner said the purpose of both 


amendments was to make the board 
independent of any existing agency. 


As explained in the report of the 


Senate Committee the 
Wagner bill 


would allow the Labor Board to take 
a secret ballot, "or to use other suit- 
able methods'1 to determine what rep- 
resentatives a plant employe group 
lesired.

Yeast Long Known Aid In Diet 


and Growth 


You do more than bake bread with 


yeast, nowadays. In fact, yeast has 
been touted ns such a panacea for hu- 
man illnesses that you might want to 
know actually what this substance 
really has in it and what it accom- 
plishes. 


As long ago as 1500 B. C., yeast was 


recommended by the Egyptians for 
constipation. It laso was mentioned 
in the writings of most ancient physic- 
ians. However, the real qualities of 
yeast are still being studied in the 
light of our new knowledge of chem- 
istry and nutrition. 


For instance, what we know about 


vitamins is only a matter of some 15 
or 20 years. Today, we know that 
yeast is made up of several vitamins 
which are of particular value in pre- 
venting pcllegra nnd beriberi, n dis- 
ease associated with inflammation of 
the nerves. 


It has always scorned doubtful, how- 


ever, that most Americans needed ex- 
tra yeast in their diets, because the 
average American diet contains en- 
ough fresh vegetables, fresh 
fruits, 


and meats to provide an adequate 
amount of vitamin B. 


.Unfortunately, such studies have 


not been made of the diet of people 
living in industrial and mining com- 
munities to make certain that they 
actually do receive all the foods they 
need. 


Some physicians in a large city in 


Michigan found thai the 
diets of 


workers were mostly beans, coffee, 
bread, Irish potatoes, pork, grocery 
store cakes, nnd enough canned milk 
nnd sugar to flavor the coffee. 


That kind of diet obviously is de- 


ficient in the vitamins to be found in 
yeast. 


The investigators decided to test the 


effects of feeding yeast on the chil- 
dren of these workers, nnd also to 
feed extra yeast to some who had com- 
plained of loss of appetite or difficul- 
ties in digestion. 


It was found thnt 84 children be- 


tween the- ages of 2 months and H 
years gained on average of a quarter 
pound a week over n 12-wceks period, 
as contrasted with 78 children who did 
not take yeast and who gained an 
average of one-eighth pound a week 
over the same period. 


Most of those who had been troubled 


with lack of appetite found their di- 
gestion improved when they took 
small amounts of yeast daily. Ap- 
parently no one was harmed in any 
way by addition of yeast to the diet. 


Investigations of this type help to 


establish the values of yeast thnt have 
long been recognized in medicine*. Do 
not take this, however, as proving 
that yenst is in any sense of the word 
a panacea for all types of illnesses. 


The great difficulty with the Amer- 


ican attitude toward any substance of 
this kind is the all or nothing policy. 
We fail to recognize the limit of uses 
of a certain substance, but endeavor 
instead to establish the belief thnt if 
it is good for one thing, it is good for 
everything.
